A n iinix)rtant decision has been ren- 
dered by the supreme court of Pennsyl- 
vania with reference to the provisions 
of the Brooks law. 
The case was that 
of a farmer in Crawford county named 
John W. Altenburg. 
Though not a 
liquor dealer, or keeper oi a hotel or 
restaurant, Altenburg was indicted in 
September, i888, for furnishing liquor 
to persons visibly affected by intoxicat- 
ing drink. 
H e had been 
previously 
tried and acquitted of furnishing liquor 
on Sunday. 
In -the opinion 
handed 
down by Justice Williams,a clear defin- 
itioii of ihat portion of the Brooks law 
relating tn the furnishing of liquor is 
given. 


Justice Williams says: «'It is true that 
the prpvisions of the act of 1887 relate 
to and are designed to regulate the sale 
of liquors by the various classes of ven- 
ders known to the la\V. 
They are nut 
directed against the use of such by the 
individual citizen, and they do not in- 
terfere with his right to supply his table 
with them or furnish them to his fami- 
ly or guests. 
But when he goes beyond 
this limit he goes beyond the protection 
to which a citizen as such is entitled, 
and his acts bccome a subject of police 
interest and control. 
The seventeenth 
section of the act of 1887 provides-that 
it shall not be lawful for any person, 
with or without license,'^to furnish by 
sale,gift or otherwise to any person, any 
spiritous, vinous, malt or brewed liquors, 
on any election day, on Sunday, nor at 
any time to any minor, person of known 
intemperate habits, or person visibly af- 
fected by intoxicating' drink. 
This 
provision is not confined to dealers, but 
IS directed against any person. 
The 
thing forbidden is not the Sale, but the 
furnishing of liquors to" oifc^visibly af- 
fected. 
Whether this be by^sale, gift 
or otherwise is of no consequence so far 
as the misdemeanor is concerned. The 
licensed dealers may sell to all persons 
except those who belong to the except- 
ed classes. 
A man without a license 
may give liquors i n ^ like manner, but 
to the excepted cl»ses no man may 
lawfully sell or give.'* 


Continuing, Justice Williams 
said, 
in reference to a man's privileges in his 
own house and giving to neighbors in 
.a social way, thakis a matter of private 
habit or domestic usage with which the 
act of 18.87 does not intermeddle. '«It 
is only when the conduct of the indi- 
vidual 'is such that the public morals or 
the public peace are affected by it, that 
it beccfmcs a matter of public concerns 
artd is subject t6 the examination and 
control of the criminal courts."

The Western farmer cultivating 
large areas grows^the big Mads of corn, 
avowedly because they sooner outgro-w 
the weeds, and thus need not be culti- 
vated so late. The consequence is that 
weed seeds ripeaby themillion. Sorghum 
seed is small. Its Srst growth is much 
slower than corn. About midsummer it 
shoots forward rapidly, and will then out- 
grow corn, and be especially valuable in 
time of draught, as its roots run deeplv. 
But it needs cultivation, if not hoeing, 
early ia the season or before midsummer, 
or it will be choked out by weeds. Aa- 
other reason for cultivation is to insure 
«pace for the leaves to reach the sunlight. 
Crowded together as it is apt to be -when 
sown, even if not overgrown with -weeds, 
the sorghum is not sweet. Its stalk is 
hard to be crushed, and is filled with a

'The point is split into four prongs, and in 
these the ink is held. 
The tattooer first 
^outlines his sketch» and then, taking the 
..skin up in his hand, pinches it while he 
puts in the punctures which are to dis- 
«color it forever. 


The coloring matter used is lamp- 
iblack, which turns a purple with age and 
which when finished makes the man 
look as though he was dressed in kid- 
^fittiug tights of dark blue. 
The tattoo- 
ing is not all done at once, but figure by 
.figure, as the boy or man can stand.it. 
When finished there is a complete mass 
•^of figures from the waist on a line to the 
knee-cap, and you often see in addition 
^to this specimens of tattooing on other 
J parts of the body. The people are super- 
stitious about it, and certain kinds of 
..tattooing arc supposed to ward off dis- 
. fiase. One kind wards oil the snake-bite 
and another prevents a man from drown- 
ing. 
In 1881 a man so tattooed tested 
-the efficacy of liis tattooing by allowing 
his hands and feet to be tied and himself 
.to be thro-mi into the river. 
It is need- 
^less to say that the current carried him 
away, and neither tiittoo nor man was 


vBver again seen. 


The only tattooing affected by women 
iis that which produces love in the heart 
^of the desired one of the other sex. ,This 
is a triangle of peculiar color, which is 
put on between the eyes, upon the lip,or 
• upon the tongue, as the tattooer prescribes. 
Its color is made of a mixture called by 
»^thc Burmese '*the drug of tenderness," 
and it is a compound not much different 
from the hell broth brewed by the witches 
in '»Macbeth." 
Another kind of tattoo- 
ing is affected by school-boys. 
It pre- 
vents, it is said, the boy feeling the whip 
(vhen he is punished at school, and it is 
• universally affectcd by the bold, 
bad 
i^'boys of every Burmese town. 


The Burmese are Buddhists, and every 
Burmese man is supposed at some time in 
his life to be a priest. 
The education of 
•the children is by the priests, 'and the 
bulk of the population get their educa- 
/tion in the monastic schools. 
You find 
Buddhist monasteries and Buddhist tem- 
-ples everywhere, and there is here at Ran- 
, goon the finest Buddhist monument in 
-the Avorld. 
It ranks with the Taj Mahal 
.as one of the great curiosities of India, 
..and it is the oldest and finest place 
of worship in Indo China. 
It is the Shway 
Dagohn pagoda or *'the golden pagoda." 
Imagine a mountain of gold, rising ter- 
fctace after terrace from a mighty platform 
-and growing Waller as it goes upward 
tiuntil at last it pierces the skies in a 
;golden spire, the top of which is 370 feet 
from the ground. 
Make the base so 
»iarge that it is a quarter of a mile around 
.iits outer golden rim and let the slope 
.of the terraces go upward in bell-like 
stories to the distance of 100 feet from 
wthe ground. 
There is not a block in 
New York as large as the base of this 
..monument, and its top is higher than any 
building in America save the monument 
-at Washington. 
Its spire is taller than 
.i-that of St. Paul's Cathedral at London, 
^ 
T 


.andthe whole glistens xmder the blazing 
;-sunlight as though it were solid gold. 
At its top there is now a scaffolding, for 
the great golden umbrella, which the Jast 
ICing of Burmah before Thebaw gave to 
• it, is being restored to its place and the 
jewelers are working upon this iu the 
-sheds at its base. 


This umbrella is a great circular piece 
rof gold which is studded with jewels, any 
one of which -would be a fit wedding 
present for a Princess, 
It cost'^more than 
. two huudred thousand gold dollars wlien 
it was made eighteen years ago. 
But 
¿not long ago the Avinds shook it from its 
moorings and jewels and gold came down 
v.to the ground. 
This mighty pagoda has 
..cost millions of dollars. 
It is of brick 
and stucco covered with gold leaf as fine 
as that ever put into an American tootli 
and as costly as tliat which covers the new 
gold frame which surrounds Mrs. Hayes's 
picture in one of the White House parlors, 
i t has been rigilded again and again, and 
its tons of material could be put through 
one of the great quartz mills of Denver it 
would yield as much good ore as a Cali- 
.fornia mine. 


The base of this pagoda is on a liill over- 
uiooking the city of Jiangoon. 
It consists 
pf two terraces and tJie upper is paved 
•witli flags of stone. This is ICt) feet above 
the level of the ground, and it covers 
ibout fourteen and a half acres. 
The 
great pyramid near Cairo lias a base of 
jhirteen acres, but the base of this monu- 
ment is bigger. 
It is 900 feet long by 
ibout 700 wide, and tliis fourteen acres is 
iovered with little temples with hundreds 
>f Buddhas of all shapes and sizes, some 
which are of rold aud others of which 


have been gilded again and again untr 
the layers of gold upon them arc in place* 
as thick as wedding-rings. 
It is impossi- 
ble to estimate the wealth that standi 
apon this piatfonn. 
The shrine has bcon 
a noted one as far back as five hundrec? 
years before Christ was born, and during 
twenty-three centuries the Buddhists have 
been laying their offerings upon it, Thej 
have added to it all these j'oars,until it ha« 
risen from twenty-seven feet to its present 
height. 


During the last century one of the 
Kings of Burmah vowed he would giré 
his own weight in gold to this monu- 
ment. 
He hopped upon the imperial 
scales and pulled the beam at one hun- 
dred and seventy pounds. 
The TOW cost 
him $45,000 worth of gold leaf and it al) 
went into this monument. 
The moau* 
ment was regilded in 1871 and it is no^ 
being again polished. 
It is, all told, t 
mass of brick and mortar mixed with 
gold, and its outside plated with gold. 
It has no interior chambers and it is ns 
solid as a gravestone. 
Its surrounding? 
are those of worship, and you may any 
day see dozens of women clad in bright 
silk gowns and white veste kneeling and 
bowing before it. They bring offerings ol 
rice and flowers to it and the Air is filled 
with the perfume of the roses which lie 
at its base. 
This base is surrounded by 
atone figures of kneeling elephants, each 
of which is the size of the baby elephant 
in the circus. 
These" have flat places 
upon their backs, and it is upon these that 
the offerings arc often laid. 
Here and 
there are little dbvecot-like shrines, be- 
fore which incense always burns and the 
roofs of -which have been turned by its 
aromatic smoke into soot. 
No matter 
how hot^the. day these women and men 
here kneel, and under the blazing sun 
prostrate themselves before this golden 
mountain, and before what they imagine 
constitutes its 
elements 
of sanctity. 
These are four hairs from the head of the 
great Buddha himself.

After tho inflammation subsides 
and soreness has in part disappeared, the 
application of liniments may be resorted 
to with benefit. 
But no caustic, heating 
or irritating solutions should be employed 
until the inflammation in the injured parts 
has been reduced with either cold or warm 
water. 
For garget in cows at this season 
use cold water freely, even to covering or 
inclosing the udder in a rubber bag filled 
with water.—New York 
Sun, 


COLTS PAY nANDSOMELT. 


There is more money to be made from 
colts, whether of the horse or mule kind, 
than from any other farm animal. 
A 
three-year-old colt Avill cost no more for 
feeding than a three-year-old steer, but 
it will frequently sell for twenty-five or 
thirty cents -per pound of live weight 
against two to four cents per pound for 
the steer. 
So that it is •vvell worth the 
cost to rear a colt well. 
This is the 
season when the colts are arriving, and 
the condition of the mare is the first 
thing to think of. 
She must be well fed 
and kept in thrift and health. Overwork 
is to be carefully avoided; fretting is to 
be prevented by kind treatment and con- 
sideration for her lactiferous condition. 
And the colts should be equally well 
looked after, A run in a grass field with 
the dam and a month's rest and eood 
o 


feeding,-with bran and oats^or the latter, 
will be the making of the young thing 
until it is able to eat a little bran and a 
few of the sweetest oats newly thrashed 
for it. 
After that the food may be 
gradually increased and that of the mare 
kept up to supply a full yield of milk. 
-Exposure to hot sun or cold rains is to 
be equally avoided for the sake of the 
colt.—Ncio York 2'^mes. 


SOWED SORGHUM.A DELTTSION. 


Some journals, especially at the West, 
are urging that sorghum be sown broad- 
cast for fodder, as corn sometimes is. 
Time was, when a new soil was free from 
weeds,sowed fodder would not be prema- 
turely choked out. 
But of late Western 
lands cultivated a few years become even 
more weedy than well-tilled lands at the 
East. 
The Western farmer cultivating 
large areas grows^the big kinds of corn, 
avowedly because they sooner outgrow 
the weeds, and thus need not be culti- 
vated so late. 
The consequence is that 
weed seeds ripen by the million. Sorghuni 
seed is small. 
Its first growth is much 
Blower than corn. 
About midsummer it 
shoots forward rapidly, and will then out- 
grow corn, and be especially valuable in 
time of draught, as its roots run deeply. 
But it needs cultivation, if not hoeing, 
early in the season or before midsummer, 
or it will be choked out by weeds. 
An- 
other reason for cultivation is to insure 
space for the leaves to reach the sunlight. 
Crowded together as it is apt to be when 
sown, even if not overgrown -with weeds, 
the sorghum is not sweet. 
Its stalk is 
hard to be crushed, and is filled with a 
poor, watery juice of but little value for 
feeding, and none whatever for the sugar 
manufacturers.—Boaton 
Cultivator, 


TOMATO CULTIVATION. 


The tomato plant is the prettiest vege- 
table plant we have when properly cared 
cared for. 
First make a ridge eight 
inches high and twelve wide. 
If the dirt 
is not strong enough to grow thrifty 
plants, go to the fence corner and get 
some that is; place about one peck where 
the plant will stand. 
Set plants three 
feet apart—not less. 
Get stakes—say 
three inches in diameter—and drive in 
the ground, leaving three feet out. Drive 
one every eight feet the length of the 
row; they -will be three feet apart the 
cross way. 
If you liave elm bark handy 
cut it in strips two inches broad—^if not, 
use slats or fence wire, making three 
rows on each side at one foot from the 
bottom, at middle and at top, then cross 
near the plant to keep it straight. Every 
five or six days pass along and fix the 
branches in proper shape, as you would 
haVjB them grow. 
Do not allow grass or 
weeds to grow within three feet of plants. 
Water the plants in eveningg if it does 
not rain enough to make them grow fast, 
Aud when the tomatoes bejla to ripen 


you will have a row of them five fcci 
wide, four feet high and ninety feet longi 
from only thirty plants. 
Only think ol 
it! 
The grand row, just covered witi 
big rod tomatoes from end t^ end aid 
from bottom to top, all up o\it. of '^the 
dirt, clean and sweet! 
Remember the 
things we do should be done well. '^This 
frame can be placed on one side of the 
garden aud remain for ycai's. 


As I travel from house to house I see 
tomato plants here and there in gardens 
flat down on th« ground, and the toma- 
toes rot hs'iast as they turn red; oi 
planted in ridges^tkrcc^inches ap^rt, with 
stalks about as largo as H lead pencil two 
feet high And with three tomatoes per 
stalk. 
Frieudi, try the frame plan and 
you will be well pleased with it.—J^artn- 
Cull. *

Sulphur is advocated as a lice destroyer. 
It is recommended to use tho flowers of 
sulphur to dust the hiins with or put in 
their dust bath» claiming that tho heat 
from the body generates a gas which kills 
the lice. 
It is accepted by nearly every- 
body that this is H fact, yet it is an 
erroneous idea. 
The fact of the heat 
from the body generating gas is absurd, 
and for killing lice it is a folly. 
If you 
wish to use sulphur in any form give it 
in dry weather internally, and only exter- 
nally for scurvy 
leg. 
To kill lice 
ellectually, several remedies may be re- 
storted to. Lard to which is added about 
one-third kerosene oil welj^ mixed to- 
gether and applied lightly' under the 
wings, behind the comb and around the 
vent, will usually dissipate vermin. 
In- 
sect powder is very good and suro, but 
costly. Kerosene oil is sure death to lice, 
but in its raw state would be too irritating 
to the flesh of the hen, and I conceived 
the idea of using it in the following 
manner with gratifying results: 
Take a 
five cent bar of soap,shave it fine,dissolve 
it in enough boiling water to make it 
thick, stir in a pint of kerosene oil and 
add boiling water slowly, stirring quickly 
so the oil will not float on top. 
Let it 
ool down to blood heat. 
Now take vour 


m 


fowl and hold it in the mixture,head out, 
with your hand rub it well into the 
feathers, rub them down and keep them 
onflned in a warm place. 
Do this on a 
dry, warm day, and it won't hurt them 
as much as being out in the rain all day. 
I am as afraid of lice as roup, canker, 
swelled head or cholera. 
The other pest 
s the small red lice which will reduce a 
lock about as quick as disease if they get 
he upper hand, but arc more easily dis- 
posed of. 
Completely cover the roost 
poles with pure kerosene oil and they will 
never trouble you any more.—Orange 
County 
Farmer.

the opinion in the^case, in the course of 
which he criticized the court* lor the 
use of meaningless adjectives in its re- 
turn to the writ, and held that*the%reat 
discretion allowed the Quarter.Sessions 
in its treatment of retail applicants »vas 
not conferred by the earlier Act relat- 
ing to the giant of licenses to brewers. 
The court reversed the judgement of 
. the license court of Allegheny county 
in the cases of 15 bottlers and 4 or 5

every step of earth round tMs mighty 
fortress in the Crimea was steeped with 
human blood. Thousands of Frenchmea. 
Englishmen, Italians aad Turks had 
fallen by Eussian bullets or beea carried 
off by cholera or other diseases. 
Still, 


the fortress defied the united exertions 
of the allied armies. Oa June IS. 1855, 
the French had, indeed, with wonderful 
bravery, attempted to storm The 3Ialakoff 
Tower, considered to be the key of 
Sebastopol; but they were repulsed, with 
immease losses, by the Russians.

September S a secoad attack was to be 
made oa the Halakoff, aad on the pre- 
cediag day the zouaves gave themselves 
iip to the few amusements wMch the camp 
afforded them.

The zouave is always a merry 


he laughs at everything — at manv things 
at wMch he ought not laugh — at life, at 
cLeath, of the cholera, at poverty, at guns 
aad cannon.

JBEEAD FKHTEKS- 


Soak two cupfuls of stale bread 


crumbled into bits over night in a pint 
of milk-- 
In. the morning add two beaten

These 
may be made thin like pancakes if you 
prefer, in wMch case add a handful of 
cerealine or Indian meal. Serve these 
with link sausages that have been split 
and broiled. This is an unusual way of 
cooking sausages, but it deserves to be 
better known. They are more digestible, 
and quite free from fat. 
A few drops of 


orange juice sprinkled over them is a de- 
licious addition.—American Agriculturist. 


OMELETS. _ 


Among the many omelets made with 


eggs, the most economical are those which 
gain in bulk from the addition, of some 
•ngredient cheaper than eggs; for In- 
stance, if a cupful of cold salt Ssh is on 
hand, melt together a tablespoonf ul each 
of butter and flour, gradually stir in a 
cupful each of milk and water, or use a 
pint of water; add the cold fish free from 
bones, three eggs beaten for a minute, 
and a high seasoning of salt and pepper; 
stir the mixture over the fire until the 
ssrss are cooked to the desired degree, 
and serve on toast. The delicacy of this 
dish may be increased by separating the 
volks and wMtes and beating the latter 
to a stiff froth, stirring them in lastly - 
With cold boiled rice a favorit-e Southern 
omelet can be made: 3Iix a cup of cold 
boiled rice with three eggs, salt and 
pepper, the yolks mixed with the rice 
and the whites beaten to a stiff froth, 
mixed lightlv in; just as it is finished, 
pour the omelet in s- hot. pan with table- 
spoonful of butter, and bake in a hot oven. 
—Philadelphia Press.

ART OF COOHJXG PISH. 


Fish must be fresh and thorougMy 


cooked. It must be washed, wrapped in 
a salted cloth and put in a cool place "un- 
til wanted- 
jiSever put it iu the ice chesl 


to impair the milk- and butter. It should 
-be. baked or boiled. 
Salmon is the only 


fish that is not readered tasteless by boil- 
ing, for the reason that it is richer thai; 
all others in oils and jMces. All kinds 
of fish are improved by the addition oi 
vinegar or lemon, juice to the stuffina', 01 
to the water in wMch they are boiled, 01 
they may be simply rubbed over with the 
acid before boiling or "baking. The acid 
counteracts the excess of alkali always 
found in Ssh. If they are to be broiled 
the broiler must be rubbed with fat, tc 
prevent sticking, and the fish turned of- 
ten to prevent burning. If they are tc 
be baked thev caa be lifted, from the pan 
without breaking, if a strip of cloth is 
put under them, across the pan. ' The 
cloth to be of cotton and to be rubbed 
with fat to prevent sticking. 


Salted fish, like salted meat, has lost 


its nourishment, aad is only serviceable 
as a relish. The varieties of fish balls, 
croquettes, and other similiar prepara- 
tions, are of value only on account of the 
vegetables, eggs, milk and butter wMct 
they coBtain. 


Shell fish, namely oysters and clams, 


are most easily procured, and the mosl 
healthful of this variety of food. IJ 
oysters are to be cooked, they must firsl 
be washed and drained. If the liquor, 
that always accompanies oysters, is to bt 
"osed. it must fee strained aad cookedfirst, 
and carefully skimmed before the oyster? 
are added. TThen the edges of the oyster? 
begin to curl they are done. Both oysters 
aad clams are most nutritious whet 
slightly cooked.—Detroit free Press.

Among the many omeleta made with 
eggs, tho most economical are those which 
gain in bulk from the addition of some 
ingredient cheaper than egga; for in- 
stance, if a cupful of cold salt flah is on 
hand, melt together a tablespoonful each 
of butter and flour, gradually stir in a 
cupful each of milk and water, or use a 
pint of water; add the cold fish free from 
bones, three eggs beaten for a minute, 
and a high seasoning of salt and pepper; 
stir the mixture over the fire until the 
3ggs arc cooked to tho desired degree, 
and serve on toast. 
The delicacy of this 
dish may be increased by separating tho 
yolks and whites and beating the latter 
to a stiff froth, stirring them in lastly. 
With cold boiled rice a favorite Southern 
omelet can be made: 
Mix a cup of cold 
boiled rice with three eggs, salt aud 
pepper, the yolks mixed Avith the rice 
and the whites beaten to a stiff froth, 
mixed lightly in; just ad it is finished, 
pour the omelet in a» hot pan with table- 
spoonful of butter, and bake in a hot oven,

n o w TO KEEP THINGS 
CLEAN.' 


A good way to clean an iron sink is to 
rub well with a wet cloth in kerosene 
oil. 


To keep tinware nice and bright, scour 
it every two or three weeks with finely 
sifted coal ashes. 


Strong brine may be used to advantage 
in washing bedsteads. 
Hot alum water 
is also recommended for this purpose. 


If your dishes must be washed in hard 
water, add a little milk to the water and 
do without soap. 
Try this and sec if you 
don'tjike it. 


Soiled coat collars can be rubbed with 
ammonia, and then a woolen cloth laid 
over and a hot tiat iron held just over the 
cloth to steam it without pressing. 


Carpets should be thoroughly beaten 
on the wrong side first, and then on thf 
right side, se» as to leave it fresh. 
Spoti 
may be removed by the use of ox gall oi 
ammonia and water. 


If your fiat irons trouble you, by drop- 
ping black specks from the top or sides 
when ironing, take them in a pan oi 
soapsuds and give them a thorough wash- 
ing and dry quickly to prevent rusting. 


In cleaning oil cloths use no soap, oi 
scrubbing brush; but wash off the diri 
with water and 
flannel. 
Then go ovei 
with milk, and rub with a soft brush till 
d r y a n d s h i n i n g . — H o u s e w i f e , 


ART OF COOKIKG FISH. 


Fish must be fresh and 
thoroughly 
cooked. 
It must be washed, wrapped in 
a salted cloth and put in a cool place un* 
til wanted. 
Never put it in the ice chesi 
to impair the railk and butter. 
It should 
be baked or boiled. 
Salmon is the only 
fish that is not rendered tasteless by boil- 
ing, for the reason that it is richer than 
all others in oils and juices. 
All kindi 
of iish are improved by the addition ol 
vinegar or lemon juice to the stuffing, oi 
to the water in which they are boiled, oi 
they may be simply rubbed over with the 
acid before boilin^g or baking. 
The acid 
counteracts the excess of alkali alwayi 
found in fish. If they are to be broiled 
the broiler must be rubbed with fat, to 
prevent sticking, and tho fish turned of- 
ten to prevent buiyiing. 
If they are to 
be baked they can be lifted from the pan 
wthout breaking, if a strip "of cloth is ' 
put Under them, across the pan, ' The 
cloth to be of cotton aud to be rubbed 
with fat to prevent sticlcing. 


Baited fish, like salted meat, has lost 
its nourishment, and is only serviceabU 
as a relish. 
The varieties of fish balls, 
croquettes, and otlier similiar prepara- 
tions, are of value .only on account of th« 
vegetables, eggs, milk and butter whict 
they contain. 


Shell fish, namely oysters and claras. 
are most easily procured, and the inosl 
healthful of this variety of food. 
II 
oysters are to be cooked, they must firsi 
be washed and drained. 
If tho liquor, 
that always accompanies oysters, is to be 
used, it must be strained and cooked first, 
and carefully skimmed before the oystei'i 
are added. 
When the edges of t)ie oyster^ 
begin to curl they are done. Both oysters 
and clams are most nutritious whea 
slightly cooked.—Detroit Free
